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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 5/4/2007, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 
under 013 have been fully considered and are persuasive regarding the newly recited 
claim language. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of a112 rejection. 

2. Claims 2,9,1 1-17,19-20 are cancelled. 

Specification 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1,3-8,10,18,21-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 and dependent claims 3- 
8,10,18,21-31 recites " select on the basis of the analysis at least one new audio file, 
and send the new audio file to the local control means to be stored in the information 
database". The specification teaches on page 13, that u a relation database 51 , for 
example, is created in the system at each local level, the database to comprise certain 
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operations performed at the local level and the locally measured results to correspond 
to the operations. These results are transferred through the network 40 to a higher-level 
system 52, where the desired analysis is performed for the operation/RAI-index pairs in 
question. The local systems are controlled on the basis of the analysis results (arrows 
A, B, and C). The response of the sound programs can thus be seen as changes in the 
resulting parameters of the quantities measured from the people. The results are 
collected to the higher-level system for analysis". The specification does not disclose 
sending a new audio file to the local control means to be stored in the information 
database (30). Therefore, the newly recited claim language identified above is 
constitutes new matter. 

Conclusion

U.S. Patent 5,576,685 to Saito discloses a sound generation apparatus 
responsive to environmental conditions for use in a public space. 
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U.S. Patent 6,336,900 to Alleckson et al. discloses a home hub for 
reporting patient health parameters. 

U.S Patent 3,830,227 to Green discloses a hand-held cardiac sound tone 
diagnostic device and method.
